Research Note 

Several researchers on ancestry.com have linked this Elias J. Tharp to the Basel Lee and Anna Ellen 
(BELLAMY) Tharp family of Madison County, Kentucky. I do not believe our Elias belongs to this 
family. The following are some facts. 

1. They state their Elias was born 1832 in Callaway County, Missouri. As you can see from our 
Elias' Birthblock above, he states he was born in Kentucky as does his friends and family. 

2. In the 1830 census, Basel Tharp is already in Callaway County, Missouri, and has no sons, 
therefore any children born after the 1830 date would have been born in Missouri. 

3. In the 1840 census Basel Tharp is already in Callaway County, Missouri and he does have two 
boys aged 5-9. 

4. None of the trees on ancestry.com show their Elias J. Tharp as getting married; in fact I found 
a tree that shows he died in November 1864 in Callaway County, Missouri. 

5. If Basel Tharp did name a son Elias J. Tharp then he is the one who died in November 1864 in 
Callaway County, Missouri. ..not our Elias J. Tharp, whom married 4 times and died in 1882. 

6. In the 1850 census of Callaway County, in Basel's family there is no listing for Elias J. Tharp, in 
fact I cannot find any Elias J. Tharp in that census, he should be 18 years old. 

7. Our Elias was first married in 1853 so he should have been single in the 1850 census. 

8. In the 1860 census our Elias is on page 49 where Basil is on page 79 near Fulton, in the 1870 
census our Elias is on page 24 near Portland and Basel is on page 45 living with his son 
Ambrose and in the 1880 census our Elias is on page 4d and Basel is on page 12d does not 
live anywhere near our Elias and family. 

9. 1844 Reason Tharp Probate Record orlymesl originally shared this ancestrv.com 
Our Elias' father; Reason Tharp died on July 30, 1844. Callaway County, Missouri, probate 
records dated in August 1844 show Reason Tharp (1) deceased with John Gibson as 
Administrator and Sec. N. E. Branham and Thomas Boyd, Jr. 
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The heirs are listed as Ellas , James, Orinta, and Elizabeth (the widow). There appears to be 
no real estate listed and the personal property is valued at $165.15. 1 . Callaway County, 
Missouri, Probate Records, #375, Reason Tharp, recorded 19 August 1844. (TRUMBOLD 
FAMILIES: http://trumboldfamilies.com/tharp/reasontharp.html) orlymesi originally shared this 
ancestry.com 

With the birth locations in different states and being named in his father's probate record and not 
having any association with the Basel Tharp family, it appears there may have been two different 
Ellas J. Tharp's born in the same year one dying in 1864 the other died in 1882.

Since James was 
born two years after Ellas then this puts Elias' birth in Washington County, Kentucky before Marion 
County was created in 1834.

It now appears a majority of Tharps who were in the 1830 Washington County census, are now 
located in Marion County, Kentucky which was created from Washington County in 1834. They did 
not move but the "new" county was created around them by the 1840 census.

Perry Tharp age 80-89 page 37 

William Tharp age 50-59 page 35 [son of Perry Tharp] [Should be listed as 40-49] XXX

Jeremiah Tharp age 30-39 page 17

it appears Reason now age 34 moved near his father-in-law; Matthew Tucker by the 1840 census or 
vice versa. Since he has left the "nest" of Tharp families, then it still appears Perry Tharp could be his 
father. 

However, William Tharp who was age 30-39 in the 1830 census is now listed as 50-59 in the 1840 
census, which is in error because subsequent census records show his birth circa 1790. William 
Tharp was born circa 1790-1795 in Kentucky married Sarah "Sallie" (ROLLINS) (1783-1863) on 22 
November 1809 in Washington County, Kentucky and is the son of Periah "Perry" and Margaret 
(SHUCK) Tharp. Since William and Sarah were married after Reason Tharp's birth in 1806, then this 
eliminates them as his parents. 

1840-1844 Famiiv Move 

From Marion County, Kentucky, United States to Callaway County, Missouri, United States 
Research Note 

It would be unreasonable to believe Reason Tharp and family moved to such an obscure location as 
Callaway County, Missouri without family assistance. Checking Marion County, Kentucky deed 
records should reveal when he sold his property and checking Callaway County, Missouri deed 
records should revel when he purchased property. This would give you an approximate departure 
date from Marion County and an approximate arrival date in Callaway County, Missouri. 

When looking at the Callaway County, Missouri deed records take notice of the "other" Tharp families 
who purchased property near or in the same location as Reason Tharp. You are trying to find out if 
Reason came to Missouri with family members and did they all settled in the same location? 

The 1850 census of Callaway County, Missouri does not show anyone fitting the age group who 
could have been the parents of Reason Tharp. 

Reason Tharp born 1806 should have parents born between 1750-1791. Which brings us back to the 
1830 census showing Perry age 70-79 (1760-1769) and John Tharp age 40-49 (1781-1790) as a 
potential father. 

Perry Tharp (1757-1845) married Margaret (SHUCH) (1768-1852) on 13 December 1785 in Jefferson 
County, Kentucky. Perry shows up in the 1810 census of Washington County, Kentucky with 3 sons 
less than 10 years of age. 
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Perry Tharp is in tlie 1820 census of Washington County, Kentucl<y with 2 sons age 10-15, which fits 
Reason Tharp's age group. Reason would have been 4 years old in the 1810 census and 14 years 
old by the 1820 census.

Suicide of Elias Tharp

Elias committed suicide on August 16, 1882, at the age of 50. No one in the family has any idea why 
he shot himself. He left a small child - Pearl, 2. A newspaper account (source unidentified) of which 
we have a copy graphically describes his last day. 

[1] " SUICIDE" A Well Known Citizen puts a Pistol to His Head And Blows Out His Brains 

On Thursday morning, August 16th, the residents in the neighborhood of Readsville were shocked to 
learn that in Joseph Scholl's pasture, about four miles north of Readsville, on the Williamsburg road, 
Elias J. Tharp, a well known farmer residing near Portland, had been found dead, sitting at the foot of 
a black oak tree. In his right hand, which is across his lap, was a 38-calibre Smith and Wesson pistol, 
tightly clutched, and from a hole in his forehead dripped blood and brains. 

The facts preceding the fatal act, as we learn them, are as follows: Mr. Tharp was not known to be 
subject to any disease. The day before he had complained of pain in his side and thought he had 
caught cold and was a little feverish and he had been sleeping more than usual that day. 
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He was about to come to Fulton in company with Mr. J.T. Hutts, liis brotlier-in-law, for tlie purpose of 
mal<ing a final settlement in the estate of Bluford Hutts, deceased, of which the two were 
administrators. Mr. Tharp had gone with his family, wife and two little girls, to the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Joe Scholl. He and Mr. Hutts were to have come to Fulton on Wednesday, but as Mr. 
Tharp was not feeling well, they postponed the trip to Thursday. 

On Wednesday night Mrs. Scholl noticed that her father was up several times during the night, and 
the last time he got up (about day) she noticed that he went out to the east gate: she called to him 
saying that was not the way to Thos. Hutts' house. Mr. Tharp walked back to the door and asked 
Mrs. Scholl to hand him his satchel. He took a bundle from the satchel and returned it, saying there 
was a book in the satchel that he wanted. Then he started off in the direction of Thos. Hutts' house, a 
quarter of a mile distant. In a short time, between daylight and sun up, the family heard a shot, but 
paid no attention to it thinking some one was shooting at squirrels. 

Mr. Hutts started for the Scholl house at an early hour. In crossing the pasture he came upon a 
horrible sight. There sat Mr. Tharp, with his feet crossed, at the root of a black oak tree, his left hand 
lying on his lap, his right clinched with a death grip on the pistol, while blood dripped from a small hole 
almost in the centre of his forehead. Mr. Hutts only waited long enough to ascertain that Mr. Tharp 
was dead, and then hurried to the Scholl house and gave the alarm. The neighbors were called in 
and they at once went to the scene of the tragedy. It was found that the suicide had carefully 
removed his coat and vest and folded them and then placed them on some brush, laying his hat on 
top of the clothes. Then he had taken his seat at the root of the tree, crossing his feet, and placed the 
38 Smith & Wesson pistol at almost the centre of his forehead, and fired. Evidently, his death was 
instantaneous. 

An Inquest was held by a jury impannelled by Squire McLaughlin, and a verdict in accordance with 
the above facts was returned. When found the body was only about a hundred yards from the house, 
$3.70 was found in his pockets. No writing was left that indicated the cause of the suicide. Mr. Tharp 
was just fifty years old on the day he shot himself. The funeral sermon was preached by Rev. Henry 
Kay at Bethel church on Friday. The deceased was a member of the Methodist church. He was born 
in Kentucky, but his parents removed to this State and settled near Portland when he was a small 
boy. He had been married four times, and his fourth wife survives him. His second wife was a 
daughter of John Mateer , his third wife the widow Fowler , and the fourth was the daughter of Bluford 
Hutts, deceased. There are two children by his first wife and two by the last." 

The text of the account in the Fulton Telegraph, Friday Morning, August 24, 1883 reads: 
"The Montgomery City Ray says: E. J. Tharp who resided 3 miles South of Readsville suicide by 
shooting his brains out at the residence of his Son in Law, Jo. Scholl, three miles North of Readsville 
Thursday morning. Deceased was 55[sic] years old, was the father of four children, two of whom are 
married, and the others are small. He had been married four times and wife number 4 survives him. 
We have heard no cause assigned for the suicide." 

He and his first wife, Elizabeth Ann Darne Tharp, are buried near the "McCall house" near 
Readsville, Missouri, I presume this Is now called the McCall Cemetery. 
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Probate records for Elias J. Tharp in Callaway County show that he possessed the following real 
estate at the time of his death although there is also a note that perhaps his mother, Mrs. Moore, had 
an interest in the land:

There appears some discrepancy concerning Elias J. Tharp's burial location. The Find A Grave 
Memorial* 60604150 above states he is buried in the Bethel United Methodist Church Cemetery, 
near Readsville, Auxvasse Township, Callaway County, Missouri, United States. This cemetery is 
north of Readsville on State Road "D". However, the creator of the FAG Memorial failed to include a 
headstone picture. 

According to the Fulton Telegraph Newspaper, dated Friday Morning, August 24, 1883 states the 
following... 

"The Montgomery City Ray says: E. J. Tharp who resided 3 miles South of Readsville suicide by 
shooting his brains out at the residence of his Son in Law, Jo. Scholl, three miles North of Readsville 
Thursday morning. Deceased was 55[sic] years old, was the father of four children, two of whom are 
married, and the others are small. He had been married four times and wife number 4 survives him. 
We have heard no cause assigned for the suicide." He and his first wife, Elizabeth Ann Darne 
Tharp, are buried near the "McCall house" near Readsville. Missouri, I presume this is now 
called the McCall Cemetery. 
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Since the McCall Cemetery is several miles SOUTH of Readsville State Road "D", which is near 
where Elias J. Tharp was living, then it appears he is buried at the McCall Cemetery with first wife; 
Elizabeth Ann (DARNE) Tharp whom died on 22 January 1856. 

Someone needs to verify his burial location to set the record straight. 

Also, i hope someday someone will find Elias' third wife; Elizabeth B. (MAXEY) Davis Fowler Tharp's 

marriage record to Fowler. I am sure checking the Callaway County Courthouse will reveal 

something about them and/or checking the newspapers might reveal when Mr. Fowler died sometime 
between 1858 and 1870. 

There might even be an article concerning "widow" Fowler's marriage to Elias J. Tharp.

F loyd Thomas Pratt, f.h.c, m .a.g.i. 



At the age of 19, Tom Pratt embarked on a 
career in law enforcement. This experience gave him 
training in detective and investigative skills. Little did 
M:. Pratt know, how useful these skills would be in the 
field of genealogy. 

Tom Pratt started his family research career in 
1975 after becoming a member of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints.
